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Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . It is not seen how claims 2-3 differ from each other as they each recite the same 
scope of active ingredient for medicinal use. Intended uses in such claims are given 
no patentable weight. Note In re Tuominen 213 USPQ 89 and MPEP 21 1 1 .02. 
Furthermore, is a compound or composition being claimed. If the former then 2-3 
is a duplicate of 1 . If the latter said claims are duplicates of 4. 

2. The scope of protecting groups recited in claim 6 requires clarification. 
Specification describes a list of "optionally substituted" alkyls, etc. and recites 
tetrahydropyranyl. However the latter is not considered a substituted alkyl and thus 
is not literally within the instant scope. Is this intended? 

The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an 
unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material 
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previously incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new 
matter. 37 CFR 1.57(f). 

The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference 
to an international application is ineffective because said application is being relied 
on for the preparation of a starting material (compound 6) which is essential for 
making final product. Note MPEP 608.01 (p) precludes reliance thereon. On p.l 1 
of the specification reference is made to a JP application for the nitration step but 
this step is exemplified elsewhere in the specification . 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. As the specification improperly incorporates essential 
material the preparation of instant compound (and salts thereof) is not enabling. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawaguchi (Abstract provided). Kawaguchi describes a compound within the 
instant scope which meets applicants' scope at R2 as defined in the specification. 
Said compound is a substituted ether which is thus capable of being hydrolyzed to 
yield the phenol. See compounded depicted below the abstract. 

The art cited by applicants drawn to compounds having the same basic 
makeup as that claimed herein has been considered and it is agreed does not 
suggest the bis CF 3 groups present on the phenolic portion. The comparative 
showing between instant compound and compound B of the prior art as discussed 
in the specification is noted but not relied on.
